mecca for LGBT people who 
began moving here in increasing num- 
bers during the past 30 to 50 years. As 
this population ages, it faces the fact 
that the Bay Area 1s one of the most 
expensive places in the country in 
which to live and in which to retire. 
Twenty percent of San Francisco’s 
senior citizens are gay or lesbian. After 
a lifetime of building communities, 
many of us can no longer afford to live 
here. When we try moving to more 
affordable communities, we are some- 
times viewed as strangers and lack the 
communal resources necessary to care 
for ourselves. We often find cultures 
which disapprove of our sexuality, 
and find a lack of medical care respon- 
sive to our particular needs. 


Now, a San Francisco housing group 
hopes to change this situation.

(RACH) is preparing to build the first 
mixed-income housing for LGBT 
seniors. Congregation Sha'ar Zahav 
was an early signatory and supporter 
of this project. 


RACH has located land in the Hayes 
Valley District which will be available 
after demolition of the Central 
Freeway (scheduled for January, 
2003). It will have about 250 units for 
330 senior citizens, in a m1x of market- 
rate and subsidized apartments aimed 
at lower- and middle-income LGBT 
seniors. In addition, the facility will fea- 
ture a theater, café, fitness center, and a 
dementia and Alzheimer's care unit.

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Kadimah Introduces New Curriculum 


This fall Kadimah is introducing two new curriculum initiatives. The first, a new Hebrew curriculum, was developed 
this summer by a group of educational staff. The new curriculum clearly articulates Kadimah’s objectives regarding 
Hebrew. These objectives give our program more definition, make our expectations clear and make it easier to track 
our students’ progress as they approach their B’nei Mitzvah year. Our overarching Hebrew goal is to enable our stu- 
dents to fully participate in Jewish ritual and to establish a foundation of learning which can built upon in future stud- 
ies. In order to accomplish these goals, we focus on reading skills, teaching prayer and the structure of the liturgy, 
introducing fundamental principals of Hebrew grammar, basic vocabulary acquisition and the art of Jewish text study. 
Every child’s Kadimah education includes some conversational Hebrew and other elements of Modern Hebrew, as we 
teach students that Hebrew is a living language, not only in our sanctuaries, but in the contemporary Jewish world. 
We look forward to evaluating our new curriculum throughout the year as we continue to strengthen our Hebrew pro-

Our second new initiative is our 
Israel curriculum. In the summer of 
2002, a team of Sha’ar Zahavniks, 
including the educator, teachers, 
Kadimah parents and a youth intern, 
collaborated to create for the first 
time an Israel curriculum for 
Kadimah. Due to Sha’ar Zahav’s 
complicated relationship to the State 
of Israel and the broad spectrum of 
divergent opinions regarding Israel 
and its actions, Kadimah had until 
now not formally taught our students 
about Israel. The rabbi, the 
Children’s Education Board and the 
director of education determined that 
this policy resulted in Jewish chil- 
dren ill-equipped to meet the chal- 
lenges of contemporary questions of 
Jewish identity and our role as 
American Jews in the politics of 
world Jewry. It is our hope that this 
curriculum will enable our students 
to become well-informed about the 
realities of the modern) state oF 
Israel, about its origins, its role in the 
Jewish world, the life of its people 
and the on-going work to resolve the 
conflict which continues daily. 
Additionally, it is our hope that these 
well-informed young people will 
then be empowered to examine 
Israel thoughtfully and critically 
from any number of perspectives and 
form their own intelligent opinions 
about daily events there. Our overar- 
ching goal is to create for our young 
people a sense of connection to the 
land of Israel and a kind of owner- 
ship of it as Jews, empowering them 
to both celebrate what is beautiful 
about Israel and struggle with Israel’s 
shortcomings, working actively 
toward a brighter day. Our curricu- 
lum approaches Israel through histo- 
ry, geography, culture and arts, and 
current events. Our teachers will be 
experimenting with this curriculum 
through the year, as we look for the 
best ways to bring this critically 
important topic into our school.

JEWISH TOOL KIT 


I nteresting and useful little tidbits about Shabbat and holidays, Hebrew 
language, liturgy, Jewish history and other areas of Jewish life. This month... 


Bible and Torah and Law. Oh Mu! 


he Jews have been called "The People of the Book," but a more accurate descrip- 

tion might be "The People of A Lot of Books." Our long and rich tradition is doc- 
umented in many volumes and it can be a challenge to keep track of them all. To add 
to the confusion, some books have multiple names and some names have multiple 
meanings. Is the Torah in the Bible? Is the Bible part of the Torah? Are they the same 
thing? The Jewish Tool Kit is here to help sort it out. 


What we commonly call the Bible or the Hebrew Bible or the Scriptures is known 
in Hebrew as Tanakh, which is an acronym for the three distinct sections of the 
Bible: Torah (Law), Neviim (Prophets) and Ketuvim (Writings). 


Torah. inits most specific sense, refers to the first five books of the Bible: Bereishit 
(Genesis), Shemot (Exodus), Vayikra (Leviticus), Bemidbar (Numbers) and 
Devarim (Deuteronomy). These five books are sometimes referred to in English as the 
Five Books of Moses or the Pentateuch, or in Hebrew as Chumash, an acronym for 
"five-fifths of the Torah." The Torah, viewed by tradition as revealed by God at Sinai 
and written down by Moses, serves as the basis for Jewish law and Jewish civilization. It 
covers the period from creation through the death of Moses just before the Israelites 
entered the land of Israel around 1300 BCE. [BCE=Before the Common Era; 
CE=Common Era. Many Jews use these terms instead of BC and AD, which refer to 
the birth of Jesus. ] 


Neviim (P rophets ) chronicles the teachings of the Prophets of 
Israel in the context of the history of the Jewish people over the next thousand or so 
years, from the death of Moses through about 400 BCE. The Prophets are sometimes 
divided chronologically into "former" and "latter" prophets or substantively into 
"major" and "minor" prophets, but these distinctions are not too important. The books 
of the Prophets, in order of appearance, are: Joshua, Judges, Samuel | & 2, Kings 1 
& 2, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Hosea, Joel, Amos, Obadiah, Jonah, Micah, Nahum, 
Habakkuk, Zephaniah, Haggai, Zechariah, Malachi.

(W Ici.) S) is a collection of individual books of history, theology, poetry and wisdom. In order, they 


are: Psalms, Proverbs, Job, Song of Songs, Ruth, Lamentations, Ecclesiastes, Esther, Daniel, Ezra, Nehemiah, Chronicles 1 & 2. 


Pretty simple so far: Bible/Tanakh/Scriptures = Torah/Chumash/Pentateuch/Five Books + Prophets + Writings. [The term 
"Old Testament" is not used by Jews, as it is based on the idea that there is a new bible that supersedes the Tanakh. The Hebrew 
Bible may be old but it’s still going strong. | 


The terms Written Torah (in Hebrew, torah shebichtav) or Written Law refer to the Five Books of Moses (and sometimes more 
broadly to the entire Bible), which was in written form from the time of Divine revelation. 


Oral Torah (torah shebaal peh) orO ral Law refers to a parallel set of laws and teachings (viewed by tradition 
as revealed at Sinai simultaneously with the Written Torah) that provide the details for the general principles found in the scrip- 
tures. These teachings and subsequent interpretations were transmitted orally for centuries, until they were finally codified starting 
with the Mishnah in 200 CE. [We’ll have more on the Oral Torah in another column. | 


Torah can also refer to a Sefer Torah, the handwritten scroll of the Five Books from which we read on Shabbat and 
holidays. Finally, the term Torah can be used in its broadest sense, to refer to the entire body of Jewish scripture, law, 
interpretation, philosophy, commentary and thought, from ancient times through today. The Jewish tradition has 
plenty of material. So, in the words of Hillel: Go and Learn!

JGF: Tell us about yourselves. 


JL: I was born in Boston and lived in 
eight different cities before I was 
twenty-one because my father trav- 
eled for business. My mother had 
family in San Francisco and used to 
rave about the city. So in 1973 I 
drove here to find out for myself and 
I stayed. I have an undergraduate 
degree from Duke and two masters 
degrees from San Francisco State, 
one in Russian and one in compara- 
tive literature. I studied under Rabbi 
Yoel Kahn and converted to Judaism 
at Temple Emanu-El. I began attend- 
ing services at CSZ with Stephan 
Howard and enjoyed the services so 
much that I kept coming.

I have a retail background selling 
everything you can think of, so it 
was something I was familiar with 
and really enjoyed. I volunteered, 
and as things evolved I began run- 
ning the gift shop. 


JL: That was about twelve years ago 
for Jeff. For me it has been about ten 
years. I wanted to meet Jeff, so I 
introduced myself and began volun- 
teering. Through the gift shop Jeff 
and I became good friends and I 
have also met many people—includ- 
ing many new members. On Friday 
nights, Jeff and I have a ritual of 
going out to dinner, opening the gift 
shop and attending services. 


JGF: How has the gift shop evolved over 
the years in terms of merchandise, space 
and your gift sources? 


JR: At Danvers Street we had two or 
three cases and a lot of running up 
and down stairs. 


JL: When we left Danvers Street, we 
had the “traveling Jewish gift shop.” 
Our stock was either 
Administrator Lea Salem’s desk or in 
Jeff's garage—so every Friday we 
schlepped the merchandise, to St. 
Matthew’s. Our new location in the 
lobby at the shul is much better.

JR: In terms of buying, there is a gift 
show in San Francisco every year 
and we purchase from local artists 
such as Jacqueline Berg and our 
member Trudi Hauptman. I like the 
personal touch of having local 
artists. Jeffrey has a CD of recorded 
poetry and music at the shop. We 
have also received donations of 
items, such as the mystery menorah. 


JL: We have begun selling books; 
Plaut’s Torah Commentary sold out 
quickly. The demographic shift at 
the shul led us to increase our stock 
of Judaica for kids. Also, many of 
our members are now settled with 
homes, so we have increased our rit- 
ual items. 


JGF:; What would you like to say to the 
community, so many of whom have 
stopped or shopped? 


JR: Thanks to your support we look 
forward to contributing a small profit 
back to the shul this year. Most 
importantly, come volunteer. The 
gift shop provides me the opportuni- 
ty to give something back to my 
community. Helping someone pick 
out a ritual item or their first tallit; 
it’s just a wonderful experience. I 
would also like to thank all the peo- 
ple who have helped us behind the 
scenes over the years, especially 
Marjorie Hilsenrad and Trudi 
Hauptman. 


JL: 1 am grateful for everyone’s busi- 
ness, and I feel a great sense of 
appreciation. If you need something 
special, let us know.
